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THE  THEODORE  OFFERMAN  COLLECTION  OF 
EUROPEAN  ARMS  AND  ARMOR 
[Part  ii  ] 

T  HE  second  and  final  portion  of  the  Theodore  (Merman  collection 
merits  the  attention  that  was  accorded  Part  I,  for  the  reason  that 
we  find  here  duplicates  of  many  of  the  highly  interesting  collector's 
specimens  which  appeared  in  the  November  sale. 

Included  are  numerous  examples  of  the  various  types  of  parade 
and  edged  weapons,  with  special  emphasis  on  hafted  weapons. 
These  pole  arms,  unquestionably  the  most  decorative  and  impressive 
of  weapons,  range  in  type  from  the  purely  functional  article  of  the 
fifteenth  century  to  the  ceremonial  object  that  with  emblazoned 
steel  proclaimed  in  unmistakable  accents  the  authority  of  a  prince 
of  the  church  or  state.  Examples  of  that  nationally  distinctive 
weapon,  the  claymore,  are  included  among  the  group  of  swords, 
which  also  contains  imposing  two-handed  and  hand-and-a-half 
swords,  the  basket  and  swept-hilt  arm  carried  by  every  gentleman 
in  the  seventeenth  century,  and  the  ornamental,  if  less  functional, 
'blade'  of  the  following  century.  Equally  worthy  of  attention  are 
some  suits  and  half  suits  of  armor,  small  cannon,  and  assorted 
daggers  and  pistols,  besides  the  usual  appurtenances  attending  a 
collection  of  this  nature. 


THE  JOSEPH  H.  GEST  COLLECTION  OF 
AMERICAN  AND  EUROPEAN  FIREARMS 

The  Joseph  H.  Gest  collection  provides  a  comprehensive  study  of 
the  firearm  from  its  inception  to  comparatively  recent  times.  The 
arqucbusier  of  the  sixteenth  century  with  his  highly  ornamental 
arm  (himself  representing  a  new  element  in  the  fraternity  of  war) 
is  far  removed  from  the  American  frontiersman  of  the  French  and 
Indian  War  with  his  'long  rifle',  and  the  Regular  of  the  Civil  War 
with  his  relatively  quick-firing  percussion  arm.  Mr.  Gest  had  as 


his  goal  when  forming  this  collection  a  comprehensive  portrayal  of 
the  development  of  the  firearm  over  this  long  period  of  time;  and 
his  successful  achievement  of  this  purpose  is  made  manifest  in  this 
catalogue.  It  may  be  added  that  the  collection  formed  by  Mr.  Gest, 
viewed  chronologically,  is  one  of  marked  rarity  and  importance. 

American  weapons  occur  in  large  numbers  and  especially  inter- 
esting are  those  having  association  with  American  military  affairs 
of  the  last  century,  particularly  for  the  light  which  they  throw  on 
American  arms  manufacture  just  preceding  and  during  the  progress 
of  the  Civil  War.  One  weapon,  a  snugly  encased  revolver,  is  in- 
scribed F.  R.  Webb  from  H.  M.  Stanley,  Zanzibar,  1870;  and  for  a 
brief  space  one  is  knight-errant  in  the  African  jungle  in  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  searches  in  the  history  of  exploration.
